Editors Constitution: I thank you 
very cordia ly for your patient indulgence while 
I have proceeded from day to day, at very con- 
siderable length, to expose some of what I con- 
sider the errors and mischievous tendencies of 
the position assumed by Dr.Leftwich. And | trust 
your readerswiil pardon me for occupying so much 
of their time. Ina few instances mistakes have 
been made by the printer—such as “Fre: ch"’ for 
“Trench,’’ “coms.Mution’’ for “construction,” 
etc. But they bave gener.lly been of a character 
that the reader would readily observe and correct. 

I desire t» begin this my coocluding articie 
with a syl'ogism, the major pr-m'‘se and the 
minor premise of which I co..sider sound and the 
conclusion logicsl. 

1. No member can be lega'ly suspended or ex- 
pelled from the Presbyteriin church, unless he 
bas cm mitted some ac. or neglected some duty, 
declared to be an offense by the Bible, as coa- 
strued bythe confession of faith and the cate- 
chisims. 

2. Deacon Block has committed no act, nor 
neglected any da y, declared to be an offense by 
the Bible, as cons rued by the confession of faith 
and the ca echisms. 

8. Therefore Deacon Block cannot be legally 
suspended or expeled from the Presbycerian 
charch. 

I concluded my last communication by no 
ticing the difference between acts malumin se 
and malurn prohiditum. The first class includes 
such acis as are wicked agi girful in them- 
‘ives. The last includef sv o asare notin 
themselves criminal, but such as are prohibited 
by law. As! anderstand the law of the Presby- 
terian ehurch it provides for the exclusion of 
its members oaly iu Cases where they are guilty 
of offenses declared by the Holy Scriptures to 
be sinful in themselves, or maluminss. The 
pastorand elders have therefore uo legal right 
"go exclude a member from the communion of 
the church until they find him guilty of some 
offence prohibited by the Bible, as construed by 
the Confession of Faith Or, in the comprehen- 
aive language of Dr. Thorowell: “ We Aave no 
right to make terms of communion which the Mas 
ler never made, or toenforce laws which He never 
knew. The church may admouish and reprove 
members for the violation of rules prescribe4 
by it in matters alum prohibitum only, and 
may poseibly resort to all means short of exclu- 
sion for a violation of laws made by itself in 
matters of expediency. But when you exclude 
@ member you must be abieto show .hat it is 
for an off-nse wrong or immoral in itse'f 

To ilustrate by an example in common life: 
It is not malum in se to kill game. Georgia 
mever bai a iaw against kiJiog game till a 
few: years since. lt is now local, confined to 
certain counties, and to certain seasous of the 
year. Itis not malum in se, and the penalty is 
neither penitentiary nor banging. It is of the 
lighter grade. Why did not the legislature 
make death the penalty of a violation? Because 
the act is not criminal! in itself , but only wrong 
because as a matter of policy, it is forbidden, 
with a view to encourage the increase of the 
game, or to prevent its too zapid destruction, or 
its being driyen out from our section of country. 
Admit the power of the legislature in the piem- 
iges. What would be thought of its act, if it 
shouid make the penalty of killing a sparrow 
death’ 

Now analyze the legislative power of the 
church to that in the state,and admit that the 
assembly has full ievislative power, which in 
factisuottrue A law made by it toexcludea 
member for murder, theft, adultery &c., would 
be approved by all, because the act is malum in 
éé and sinful in itself. but the moral sense of the 
whole charch would be shocked at the: xecutioa 
ofalaw of the assembly excluding a member 
(taking away hie rel'gious life and privileges 
so far as is in the power of the church,) for kill- 
iag a sparrow, or for the doing of any other 
- get which in the language of Dr. Thoruowell, is 
indifferent, which is pot in itself sinful. 

If Lam rightin this, it follows as a necessary 
sequence, that the assembly has no right tc 
make a vew lawina matter not malum in se— 
not io itself sinful; but éi.different, and never 
befure prohibited, and to annex to its violation 
the death penalty—the extreme penalty—ex- 
clusion from thechurch. If so, it has the righ: 
to make ‘‘terms of communion which the Ma:- 
ter never madé, and to enforce laws which He 
mever knew.’’ The proposition is too mon- 
strous to be entertained in a Protestanitcommu-: 
nity, or by a Protestant churcb. 

I have now discussed what I consider the law 
of this cage. [trust I have shown to the satis- 
faction of your readers that Dr. Leftwich is 
clearly in error when he affirms that there ja 
any such a law of the Presbyterian church ss 
that claimed by him, and that he was in errer 
when he assumed the power to exclude or sus- 
pend Block under it. 

Possibly the doctor msy have gotten his iders 

a little confused on this subject by the great 
extent of his reading. While I deny that there 
is any such law of the Presbyterian church is 
he contends for, Ido not deny that such a law 
has been in existence, enacted under the infiu- 
ence and by the legislative authority of those 
who entertained the same fanatical views and 
opinions which seem to contro! Dr. Leftwich ‘n 
this matter. I refer tothe Blue Laws of Cor- 
necticut, They were mot the utterances of a 
presbytery or ap assembly, but they were’en- 
acted by the lezislative authority—fanatical— 
legislative authority—that kind of authority 
that brooks no restraint, and that tolerates no 
difference of opinion. In those laws the doctor 
will find it laid down that it was an offense 
for a man to kiss his wife on Sunday; to 
have dice or cards in his honse; and he is there 
forbidden to dance because dancing tends to 
lasciviousness. That coce of laws, therefore, 
though now rejected and repealed fully sus- 
tains Dr. Leftwich’s position. Ths only question 
is whether the Presbyterian church will recoz. 
nise those laws as the authoritative rule of ‘ts 
discipline and practice Ifso, Mr. Bicck was 
properly suspended; if not, his euspension is 
without authority, because it is justified by no 
other knoWn law. 

But Dr. Leftwich seems to consider that all 
this iaw of the liberty of conscience must yield 
to tha-aithorities,to those having dominuion,etc , 
so often mentioned by him, and to which I have 
already referred. They must yield to the gov. 
ernment, toa. .‘thorities, and dignities, to 
which he has attention. 

On that question, I want to make a single ad- 
' ditional quotation. In # book entitled ‘syete- 
‘matic Theology,”” by Charles Hodge, D.D. I 
find the following on page 361: ‘6. The visible 
church being organized for a definite purpose, 
its power being derived from ‘od 
and its prerogatives being all laid down iy: the 
scriptures ,[ital.cs mine ] it follows not only that 
"Its powers are limited within the bounds thus 
prescribed, but alse that the question whether 
- its decisions and irjunctions are to be. obeyed, is 
to be determined by every one concerned, on Ass 
own responsibility. If the decision is within the 
limite to which God has confined the actica of 
the church and in accordance withthe scrip- 
tures it is to be obey. d. If it transcends these 
limits or is conirary to the Word of God, it # to 
_ be disregarded. If, therefore, the church: 
through any af its organs should assume to de” 
cide questions of jure science, or poiliical 
_conomy or of civil law, such dacis- 
fons would amount to nothing; or if it should 
declare that to be true which the Scripiures 
pronounce to be false; or that to be false which 
the Scriptures declare to be true, such -judg- 
ment would bind ao man’s conscience. Aud in 
like manner should the church declare anything 
sinful which the Word of God teaches io be 


obligatory which that word pronounces to be 
evil, toen again its teaching is wid of all au 
thertiy. All this is included in the pnunciple 
that we must opey God rather than man; and 
that se to when obedience to man conflicts with 
oar allegiance to God. every man from the na- 
ture of the case must judge for himedf”’ 
Yo man can estimate the importance of these 
simple principles. It was by disre.arding them 
that t .e church came gradu lly to deny (the rights 
Cf private judgment ; to subordinate the Scrip- 
tures (0 ite decisions; and to put iteelf in the 
place of God. In this way it has imposed un- 
ecrip(wural doctrines upon the faith of men; made 
raultitudes of thinzs to be obligatory which God 
never enjoined and dec ared the greatest sins, such 
aa t eason, persecution and massacre, to be Chris- 
tian daties.”’ 

Now, I must confess I am a little at a loss to 
v.oderstand Dr. Leftwich’s theory of religion. I 
uad-retand religion to be an entity, a living prin- 
Ciple, faithfully receiving and resting on Christ 
and his righteousness for the taking away of the 
heart of stosoe and giving to the Christian 
e heart of i flesh. “He that  »be- 
Heveth in the Sen hath everlasting life, and he 
that believeth not the Son shall not see life.’’ 
Religion, then, is a positive presence, a living 
principle, the belief in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the exercise of a living faith, and without 
{t, we are not to see iife. 

As an unworthy professor of that religion, I 
protest against connecting it with or making it 
dependent upon a mere negative. I care not 
low extensive that negative may be, or how 
much it may embrace. It may be a denial of 
having violated any of the ten commandments 
and rtillit may not amount to the religion of 
Chriat. Now, if lam correct in this, shall a 
man claim that he isa religious man because 
he does not dance, or because he does 
not engage. in any worldly amusement’? 
)o Dr. Leftwich’s teichings tend to 
bring the religion of our Savior down to this 
level? Froni the tenor of his arguments and 
his :nordinate zeal, itseems he means this, or 
at least that his teaching will lead to this. And 
as al ti- lancing is certainly the Christian qualifi- 
cation which he makes most prominent, that he 
believes religion and anti-dancing are concomi- 
tants would seem to follow, because he has dis- 
missed Block from the church fordancing If 
he believed Mr Block to be a Christian, he 
could not have dismiesed him from the com-/? 
munion of thechurch. Tae charges against Mr 
Biock are for permitting and encouraging danc- 
ing sixcply, not for any sin proceeding from or 
conosecied with it. Then docs Dr. Leftwich be- 
lieve that a Christian must not only have reli~ 
gion, but not dance to secure his salvation? Lf he 
believes this, he is adding to the plau of saiva-~ 
tion a condition whica our Lord never annexed 
toit. Let Dr. Le’twich only stop a moment in the 
midst of his great fea sin logic and look like a 
fair-minded man at the gist of Mr. Block’s de 
fenec,and he would see clearly that Mr. Block de~ 
nies the presence of sin in the dance per se and 
demands proof of its presence in the dancipg a 
the entertainment given at hishouse. Sinisa 
violation of law, and if he has shown no law 
forbidding the dance as conducted at Mr. Block’s, 
he bas shown no violation of the law and no of- 
fense. And certainly no offense of a degree 
high enough to justify the infliction of the 
death penalty icati 

la conclusiou, permit me to express the deep 
regret which I feel that Dr. Leftwich, in the 
earnestness of his seal, amounting, according to 
the ideas of many good peopie, te fanaticism 
and the want of discretion,to say the least of it, 
which was not to be expected of one occupying 
his position, has not only made this rupture in 
his church, but has prosecuted Mr. Block, whom 
he Cesignates as the defendant, with an energy 
and earnestness amounting to persecution, and 
in &@ splrit judging from the language frequently 
used, which was not the spirit of the Master. 
This prosecution, or persecution, has grown up 
about a matter which is nowhere in the law of 
the Presbyterian church condemned as sinful 
per se; nor is the dance as there conducted for- 
bidden by any known or acknowledged law of 
the church. It may well be remarked, in the 
language of Dr. Thornwell, “The whole 
caso) Os ois) ouslside =f = discipline; Pv) a 
case of liberty, it must be determind 
by the individual in dependence upon grace.’’ 
“We bave no right,” continues that learned 
divine, ‘*t» make terms of communion which the 
Master never made, or toenforce laws which He 
never knew. Jesus Christ is the only king in 
Z ca; the Bible the only statute book.’’ 

Dr. Leftwich is attempting to enforce a law 
which Je:us Corist never made and never knew, 
and he is putting the authority of that law not 
upon the Bible as the statate book so much as 
upon the utterances of the Atlanta preabytry 
and assembly. 

Or, as Dr. Hodge classes it, “Should the church 
declare anything. to be sinful which the word of 
God declares to be right or indiffer ni, the de, 
cleration is void of al authority’’ And let me 
repeat again that Hodge says: ‘“‘No man can eesti- 
mate the tmportance of these simple principles. 
It was by disregarding them that the chaich 
came gradually to deny the right of privete 
judgment, subordinated the Scriptures to its de- 
cisions and put itself in the place of God.’’ 

It seems to be very clear that this bas been 
attempted by the pastor of the Centra) Presby- 
terian church in this case. If Iam right andI 
shink [TL amée =«oustained by Thoruwell 
and Hodge, the actfon had in Block’s 
case is without anthority; it is 
eu encroachment upon the rights of private 
judgment; au attempt to make terme of com- 
munition which the Master never made, or to en- 
force jaws which he never knew and is outsideof 
any law of discip)ine known to the Presbyterian 
eburch. 

Had there been nothing more involved in this 
case; than the rights of Deacon Block and the 
discipline as practiced during Dr. Leftwich's 
pastorate of the Central Presbyterian church, it 
would not have been entitled !o the notice it has 
received. But the questions are of the greatest 
importance, and rise to a plane far above the 
disturbed atmosphere of the Central church 
Dr. Leftwich has raised issues, in comparison 
with the importance of which he sinks into in- 
significance. They involve the discipline and 
laws of the Presbyterian church ; they involye 
the question whether the members of the Pres- 
byterlan church shailin future, asin the past, 
go to the Bible and tothe Confession of Faith 
and the Catechisms for theif rule of action, or 
whether they shall look to the latest utterance 
of a judicial human tribunal to make new laws 
apd pew rules for the regulation of their con. 
duct. They involve the peace and prosperity of 
the Presbyterian church, because an attempt to 
Carry out these new laws and old Puritanical 
ideas, by which they are sought to be foisted 
upon the church, will cause division and 
strife throughout all our borders, and will meet 
the youth of the land at our gates and repel 
them aud drive them into other con:munions. 
Just here, I think, the statement of the pos'- 
tion of the great Chillingworth, probably the 
greatest of logiciens, not inappropriate. He 
jays down the proposition ; that if any man re« 
quires barder conditions, or heavier conditions 
of man, than God requires of them ; then that 
man isthe enemy of the church, by hindering 
men from joining it, who pessibly would have 
joined, bad it not been for these unnecessary 
aud unlawful conditions. 

But this isnot ail. If this fanatical doctrine 
of Aigher jaw than the Bible—making that a 
case Of censure and expulsion, which is not for” 
bidden in the Bible. is to prevail in the Presby- 
terian chuch, it 1s only reasonable to euppose | 
will be contagions, and will spread inte 
other churches, which also have fanatical 
ministers and fanatical members who will 
seize it and make it there a eause of dis- 
cord and division. The world is full of men 
professing Christianity who are constantly seek- 
ing to add to or detract from the word of Gol, 
and to engraft upon the churches new rules cf 
faith and practice,

Giver of the church frustrate and 
overrule all such’ plans and practices 
of fanaticiem,and enable the church, stand- 
ing faithfully by her old laws and precepts, to

ing is the full text of the president’s 
message vetoing the silver bill sent to 
congress yesterday : 

“To the House of Representatives: 
After very careful consideration of 
house bill 1,093, entitled ‘an act to au- 
thorize the coinage of a standard silver 
dol'ar and to restore its legal tender 
character,’ I feel compelled to return it 
to the house of representatives,in which 
it originated, with my objections to its 

e. Holding the opinion, which I 
expressed in my annual message, that 
neither the interests of the government 
nor the people of tne United Statea, 
would be promoted by disparaging 
silver as one uf the two precious metais 
which furnished the coinage of the 
world, and that legislation which 
looks to maintaining the volume of in~ 
trinsic money to as full a measure of 
both metals as their relative commer~ 
cia! values will permit, would be 
neither unjust nor inexpedient, it has 
been my earnest desire to concur with 
congress in the adoption of such meas~ 
ures to increase the silver coinage of, 
the country as would neither impair 
the obligations of contracts, either pub- 
lic or private, nor injuriously affect the 
public credit. Itis only on the convic- 
tion that the bi!l does not meet these 
essential requii+ments that I feel it my 
duty to withhoid from it my approval. 
My present otticial duty as to this bill 
permits only attention to the specific 
objections to its passage which seem to 
me 80 impor.ant as to justify me in 
asking from the wisdom and duty 
of congress that further consideration 
of the bil for which the constitution 
has in such cases provided. The bill 
provides for the coinage of silver dollars 
of the weight of four hundred and 
twelve and one-halt grains each of 
standard silver,to be legal tender at 
their nominal value, for ail debts and 
duties, public and private, except 
where otherwise expressly stipulated in 
contracts. It is well known that the 
market value of that number of grains 
of standard silver during the past year 
has been from 90 to 92 cents as com. 
pared with the standard gold dollar. 
Thus, the silver dollar, authorized by 
this bill, is worth 8 to 10 per cent less 

lian it purports to be worth, and is a 
legul tender for debts contracted when 
the law did not recognize such coins a6 
lawful money. Tie right to pay 
duties in silver or in _ certificates 
of silver deposits will, when they 
are issued in sufficient amount to cir~ 
culate put an end to the receipts of the 
revenue in gold, and thus compel the 
payment of silver for both the prin- 
ciple and interest of the public debt. 
$1,143,493,400 of the bonded debt now 
outstanding, was issued prior to Feb- 
ruary, 1875, when the silver dollar was 
uoknow.i in the circulation of this 
country, acd was only a convenient 
form of siiver bullion for exportation. 
$583,440.35 of the funded debt has 
been issued sii.ce February, 1873, when 
gold alone was the coin for which 
bonds were sold, and gold alone was 
the coin in which both parties to the 
contract understood that the bonds 
would be paid. These bonds flowed 
into the markets of the world. They 
were paid forin gold when silver had 
greatly depreciated, and when no one 
would have bought them if it had been 
understood that they would have been 
paid in silver. The sum of $225,000,- 
000 of those bonds has been sold dur- 
ing my administration for gold coin, 
and the United States received the 
benefit of these by reduction of the rate 
of interest to 4 per cent. During the 
progress of those sales a doubt was sug- 
gested as to the coin in which the pay- 
ment of those bonds would be made. 
The public announcement was there- 
upon authorized that it was not to be 
anticipate 1 that any furiher legislation 
of congress, or any action ot any de- 
partment of the government, would 
sanction or tolerate the redemption of 
the principal of these bonds or the pay- 
ment of the interest thereon in coin of 
less value than the coin authorized by 
law at the time of the issue of the 
bonds, being the coin exacted by the 
a. in exchange for the same, 
n view of these facis, it will justly be 
regarded as a grave: breach of public 
faith to undertake to pay these bonds, 
principal or inmtere.t, in silver coin 
worth in the market less than the coin 
received forthem. I* is said that the 
silver dollar, made a legal tender, will 
under its operation be equivalent in 
value fully to the gold dollar. Many 
supporters of the hill believe this, and 
would not justify an attempt to 
pay debts, either public or private, in 
coin of inferior value to the money 
of the world. The capital defect of 
the measure is that it contains no pro- 
vision protecting from its operation 
pre~existing debts in case the coinage, 
which it creates, shall continue to be 
of less value than that which was the 
sole legal tender when they were con» 
ested. If it is now proposed, for the 
purpose ‘ot takiag advantage of the de- 
preciation of silver in the payment of 
debts, to coin and make a legal tender 
a silver dollar of less commercial value 
than any dollar, whether of gold or 
paper, which is now the lawful money 
of this country. Such a measure, it will 
be hardly questioned, will, in the judg- 
ment ot mankind, be an act of bad 
faith. As to all debts heretofore con- 
tracted, the silver dollar should be 
made a legal tender only at ius market 
value. The standard of value should 
not be changed without the consent of 
both parties to the contract. The 
national promises should be kept with 
unflinching fidelity. There is no power 
to compel a nation to pay its just debts. 
Its credit depends on its honor. The 
nation owes what it has led or 
allowed its creditors to expect. I can» 
not approve a bill which, in my judg- 
ment, authorizes the violation of sacred 
obligations. The obligation of the 
public faith transcends all questions of 
profit or publicadvantage. [ts unques- 
tionable maintenance is the dictate as 
well of the highest expediency, as of 
the most necessary duty, and should 
ever be carefully guarded by che ex- 
ecutive, by congress and by the peo- 
ple. It is my firm conviction that if 
the country is to be benefitted by sil- 
ver coinage, it can be done only by the 
issue of silver dollars of full value, 
which will defraud no man. A cur- 
rencv worth less than it purports to be 
willin the end defraud, not only the 
creditors, but all who are engaged in 
legitimate business, and none more

The New Finasciail Bil. 


WasHineton, February 27, 1878 — 
The banking and currency committee 
have at last harmonized all their differ- 
ences, and to-day ordered to be report- 
ed to the house, when the committee 
is next called, a bill to retire the circu» 
lating notes of national banks. The 
bill provides that after the passage of 
the act the secretary of the treasury 
shall cause to be prepared an issue of 
treasury notes equal to the amount of 
national bank circulation on the first of 
February, 1878, being the sum of $322,- 
097,810, which notes shal) be a certifie 
cace that the United States are indebted 
tu the holders in the sum of the face of 
the notes. They shall be receivable in 
payment of all taxes, excises, debts and 
demands of every kind due the United 
States, except for obligations made pay- 
able in coin by existing laws, and sha!) 
be received by the secretary of the 
treasury at par for four per cent. U nited 
States bonds. 

Section two prescribes that the sec 
retary of the treasury shal! cause such 
notes to be forwarded, when ready for 
circulation, to the assistant treasurers 
at New York. Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Cincinnati, Chicago, St. 
Louis and New Oreans,in amounts 
proportioned to the receipts of the sev- 
eral officers. Afier receipt of these 
notes the assistant treasurers are pro- 
hibited to pay out national bank notes 
then in their several offices, or there- 
after received, but in lieu thereof are 
required to pay out the treasury notes 
aathorized by this act, until the natior- 
al bank circniation shall have been re- 


Section three authorizes assistant 
treasurers to exchange treasury bank- 
notes for national bank circulation. 
Assistant treasurers are also required 
every thirty days to send to the secre- 
tary of the treasury the national bank 
notes received by them, which shall be 
received by the treasurer in liquidation 

of the charges against the several aesis- 
tant treasurers on account of treasury~ 
notes. It is made the duty of the Uni- 
ted States treasurer to count the notes 
thus received, and whenever any asso- 

ciation receiyes $5,000 or any multiple 

thereof, the association shall be notified 

and be entitled to receive a like deposit 

for the security of its circulation to the 
amount of its notes thus received shal! 

be discharged from tax on its circula~ 

tion. Any bank which fails for sixty 

days after notification to make pay- 

ment in redemption of ita bonds, then 

to that extent, interest on its bonds 

bearing interest at the highest rate sha!! 

cease and be forfeited to the United 

States during the whole period sucb 

failure or neglect shall continae. Any 

bank may, if it so elect, withdraw all 

its bonds upon payment into the treas~ 

ury of legal tender notes, or the note 

herein authorized, to the amount of its 
circulating notes outstandiug at the 

date of such payment. 

Section four directs the secretary of 
the treasury, as payments are made 
by national banks on the _ with- 

drawal of their bonds, or as treasury 

notes may be received in exchange for 

four per cent bonds, to expend the sum 

of such receipts either in treasury 

notes or legal tender notes, a8 may be, 
most expedient, in the purchage of six 

percent United States bonds, or in the 
purchase of gold or silver coin with 

which to redeem such bonds. 

Section five provides that a national 

bank shall be entitled to receive,in lieu 

of its circulation, the fuil market vaiue 
of its six per cent bonds on deposit 
with the United States treasurer, and 
the amount of accrued interest and 
premium thereon. 

Section six,over which the committee 
had the hardest figlit to agree.provides 

that hereafter, in all payments of cus- 
toms duties, two thirds of the sums se 
payable shall be paid in coin of the 
United States, and one third thereof 

shall be paid in legal tender notes, or 
the treasury notes authorized by this 
act; and said treasury notes shal! be 
exchangeable at par for United Stat«s 
legal tender notes, at the option of the 
hoider, at the office of the treasurer or 
any assistant treasurer of the United 
States. 

Section seven makes it incumbent on 
banks organized under this act to make 
& monthly deposit in the treasury, in 
gold coin, or their own circulating 
notes, equal to five per cent of their 
outetanding circulation at the date of 
the passage of this act. 

Section eight provides that nothing 
in the act shall be construed either to 
authorize or allow any contraction of 
the currency by reason of its operation.

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CORN, 


We trust that our farmers see aod 
feel the great necessity of planting and 
raising a good crop of corn. One requi- 
site 1s to see that a large area ot your 
farm is planted in corp; and another 
requisite is to see to it that the ground 
is properly prepared, the seed carefully 
selected, and the crop when growing 
judiciously and prudeatly worked. 
Phere is a great deal of idle talk about 
the condition of the moon upon crops, 
aod silly talk about men’s “luck.” Ifa 
farmer will prepare his ground thor- 
‘oughly, manure it judiciously, have a 
good many rows, and loog ones, of corn 
and cotton, will watch them and work 
them well, and the seasous are prop- 
tious, the moon will do her duty, and 
“luck” is apt to be on the farmer’s side. 

To make a start to have luck break 
your corn land thoroughly, seeing that 
a sutticiency of fertilizers is on it. Get 
an early stand as soon as possible. Do 
not plow your Jand when it is too wet, 
but see to it that the plowing is 
thoroughly done. Werk your corn at 
the right time. Do noi stopa mule to 
ride off to the postoffice to see if Ssna- 
tor Hill is paired off on the silver bill, 
or to talk politics, Your great interest, 
your silver mine, is not in Washington 
city but on your farm, and it 1s asilver 
mine, 8o far as corn is concerned, which 
must not be neglected. As good a plan 
as any to have luck and the moon on 
your side in regard to corn, fis to use 
fertilizers. Do not run , our corn rows 
too Close, break out the middies deep, 
subsoil and plant in the water furrow, 
cultivate shallow and work faithfully, 
and you will come out ali right.

vember. The heat of summer does not 
kill it. The poorest soil furnishes food 
sufficient for its growth, it is bardy, 
and can be 80 u as to add to the fer- 
tility and productiveness of landa, If 
an enterprising farmer will buy some of 
these Bermuda lands, fence them in, 
manage them prudently, and purchase 
sheep and place on them; the regult 
will be highly successful. The sheep 
will increase and pay, while the land 
will become rich and return a profit. 
Anywhere in our state sheep could 
improve the land, and prove financial- 
ly beneficial. Georgia needs a varied 
busbandry, and a variety of stock on 
the farm, and nothing will pay better 
than sheep culture. 


THE GARDEN, 


The farmer, his wife and children, 
are a8 much entitled to good, fresh veg 

etables, a8 any one else, and it is his 
fauit if he does not raise them in abun- 
dance. 

In the spare half hours from the farm 
it ia presumed that your garden was 
thoroughly plowed, or spaded, in the 
fall, and that now you have early veg- 
etables peeping through the ground. 
Ifnot you are to blame. Go ahead 
sowing spring turnips, radish, carrot, 
vegetable oyster, mustard seed, spin- 
ache, It is sufficiently late for 
beet seed, sow English peas for a euc 

cession. Set out lettuce and cabbage 
plants, and sow more seed for future 
planting. ornege the Early York, 
Jersey, Wakefield and Buists, F at 
Dutch are as good early cabbage as 
any. Hoe lighty about growing onions 
and shailote, and continue to set out 

Trees and sbrubbery may be trans- 
planted and pruned. Seed cost but 
little and do not let fear of late frost 
deter you from planting. 

Have you an asparagus bed? If so, 
we presume you manured it well some 
weeks ago, if you did, it is neariy time 
tofork itin. Itcan digestany amount 
of the strongest manure food. Salt is 
an excellent article to apply to aspara- 
gus beds. To preduce a strong, vigor- 
ous growth, the brine from beei or pork 
barrels is excellent. 

If you have no experience in garden- 
ing, we suggest to you to sow beet seed 
in drille, letting the plant stand six or 
eight inches apart in the driile; put the 
seed in thick and trim out aud trans~ 
pliant. 

You might sow egg plant, or melon~ 
geua, in a hot bed, or in boxes. When 
you transplant, let it be in well ma- 
nured, thorouguly worked, nch ground. 
A gcod plan is to eg a deep wide 
trench, filiing it nearly full of manure, 
restore the earth and ;lant thereon, 
placing the plants about three feet 
apart. 

There are numeronua varieties of Eag- 
lish peas. Ail of them thrive best in 
light, loamy soil. Sow in drills, s.ngly 
or two nearly together. When the 
plants are up a few inches hoe ani 
draw earth to the stems, and when they 


to vine, stick them with brush. 
Sow at intervals from early spring and 
early summer. If you have leaves or 
straw convenient, mulching qiil pro- 
long the crop.

For a farm garden, anise, coriander, 
fennel, lavender, sage, thyme and roge- 
mary are useful and serviceabie are- 
matic and sweet herbs. Some of those 
are perennial, and when once grown, 
will answer for years. A good way to 
preserve them—dry thoroughly, rub 
the foliage almost to a powder, and put 
in bottles and cork tightly. They are 
useful for culinary purposes, imparting 
a spicy taste and odor. 

If you plant Insb potatoes in your 
garden, make the ground rich with 
well rotted manure. Irish potatoes do 
not succeed weil in bard ground. 

Early snap beans can now be planted 
in some sections. You can cover them 
with straw if frost should come after 
they are u 

It should have been stated that early 
York cabbage issmali, but perhaps the 
tenderest and best. 

All seed, when planted, do better by 
roll ng Al! smail seed do best sown 
shallow. Beans and peas do well deep- 
er, provided the ground is loese and 
porous. By planting early and late va- 
rieties of different vegetables, they can 
be on the table through the epring and 
summer. There is no secret in garden- 
ing, in having good vegetables and a 
pleaty of them—the requisites are— 
break the soil deep, make it rich, and 
stir it often.
